Representative Jennifer Dailey-Provost proposes the following amendments:

1. Page 1, Line 25 through Page 2, Line 28:

25 WHEREAS, some concepts contained in critical race theory degrade important societal

26 values and, if introduced in classrooms, would harm students' learning in the public education

27 system;

 WHEREAS, QAnon is a discredited, far-right conpiracy theory that QAnon adherents amplified to

undermine the United States government, contributing to the failed insurrection at the United States

Capitol on January 6, 2021;

 WHEREAS, the "big lie" is a discredited, far-right conspiracy theory that the 2020 presidential election

was illegitimate due to baseless claims of voter fraud, although plaintiffs were unable to provide any

evidence in dozens of failed court cases; 

28 WHEREAS, the Utah State Board of Education has the statutory responsibility to

39 that no training or training material that the Utah State Board of Education or a local education

40 agency provides include the concepts described in this resolution.

 BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the House of Representatives strongly discourages the inclusion

of discredited conspiracy theories, including QAnon and the big lie related to the 2020 presidential

election, in curriculum or instructional materials in the public education system.  
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
